CANADIAN NEWS 
O Deane McIntire sends us the following two items: 1) The CRTC has approved the application by 
the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation to amend the licence for CFWH-570 Whitehorse, Yukon 
Territory in order to add an AM transmitter in Dawson on 560 kHz with 400 Wattsnon-directional 
24 hours. It will relay the programming of CFWH, replacing CBDN-FM Dawson. The CBC is 
authorized to simulcast the programming of CFWH on the FM station for a period of three months 
following the start of operation of the new AM, after which CBDN-FM will go silent. 2) The CRTC 
has renewed the licence for CHEV-1610 Toronto through 31 August 2009. CHEV is a low-power 
station which currently operates on an unprotected basis and, if necessary, must select another 
frequency to permit optimum utilization of the frequency spectrum. The CRTC has already autho- 
rized the operation of a new full-power radio station at 1610 kHz. So CHEV must cease operation 
once this new station advises the CRTC that it is ready tocommence operations. The licence term of 
five years is appropriate to allow the operator of CHEV adequate time to find a new frequency, and 
to submit an application to the CRTC to obtain approval for its use. The undertaking shall be 
devoted solely to the broadcast of live community amateur sports and community events. Don 
Trelford adds (of the new station): "It will be a 75% Spanish-speaking station with power of 1000 
watts day and night. The antenna, a rooftop, is being installed now [Sept 5], and tests will likely 
start in October. It will be run by a Spanish-speaking Anglican minister, who was also a radio 
engineer in Argentina, but it will not be religious, and on what they call a limited commercial basis, 
something like a limit of six commercials per hour.” This information from an article in the Toronto 
Star. In other news, CHDR-FM Cranbrook, British Columbia has been granted a license to build a 
new station at Canal Flats on 1200 kHz with 50 Watts which will rebroadcast CHDR-FM. CKGF- 
1340 Grand Forks, BC has ceased operation. Programming is now on CJGF-2 Greenwood; CICF- 
1050 Vernon, British Columbia recently converted to FM, and the CRTC has cancelled their AM 
license; CKXR-580 Salmon Arm, British Columbia has applied to convert to 99.7 Mhz FM with 
640 Watts at 741 Metres; CJCM-1340 Cold Lake, Alberta has made the switch to 93.5 MHz with 


100 kW at 152 Metres as of September 3. They are “Lakeland's Classic Rock K-93",

O Gerry Conkling from Greenbelt, Maryland sends word that due to the hurricane activity in the 
Southeast U.S., that WOKV-690 may be operating with its 50 kW day power non-directional, pre- 
senting a rare DX opportunity. 
O David B. Jones of Springfield, Tennessee writes to say his local 1590, WDBL, will be non-direc- 
tional with 710 Watts, 24 hours soon. [Editor's note: They are licensed for U1 710/30] David goes 
on to say they were a religion format / / WJQI-540 in Clarksville, but WDBL was recently bought by 
Neil Petersen, who owns WSGI-1100 Springfield. Mr. Petersen says he plans to program Adult 
Contemporary music and local programming. Currently the station is running 0700 to 1900 local, 
but eventually will go 24/7 with a local talk show along with local high school sporting events. Mr. 
Petersen says he is DX'er friendly and will QSL reports which have return postage enclosed. Their 
address is: Radio WDBL, Radio Signal Road, Springfield, TN 37172-3881. Thanks, David, for that 
report. 
0 Patrick Griffith of Denver passes along this, what appears to be a press release: "Boulder-based 
community radio station KGNU (88.5 FM) announced Wednesday [8/25] it bought Denver AM 
signal 1390 for $4.1 million from KJME, a former Spanish-language station. KGNU raised $1.2 
million from supporters of the radio station and must raise another $75,000 to cover the down 
payment which is due in October. KGNU will begin broadcasting on the Denver frequency 9 a.m. 
Aug. 29 with six hours of special programming live from the streets of New York City for the Re- 
publican National Convention. KGNU is listener-supported radio station, broadcasting without 
advertiser or underwriter influence and includes a mix of both independent news and public af- 
fairs programming such as The BBC, Democracy Now and Free Speech Radio News, along with 
music from Latin to bluegrass. The station uses more than 230 volunteers in every aspect of the 
station from news production to management. 'For years, people in Denver has asked KGNU to 
find a way to broadcast there,’ KGNU's Denver Campaign Coordinator, Kris Abrams said in a state- 
ment. 'The corporate media's failure to challenge the [Bush] Administration's case for war created 
a real demand for an independent broadcast news outlet in Denver. People knew they weren't 
getting the full story and they demanded an alternative.’ The high level of volunteer participation 
enables KGNU to broadcast a minimum of 18 hours off [sic] locally produced programming per 
day, on an annual budget of $500,000." It appears one of the volunteers prepared this statement 
after seeing the grammar used, hi. (I cringe -pls.) 
O Word in from the DelMarVa area, from Al Merriman, is that ". . . the 540 station in Pocomoke 
City, Maryland - which is by far my closest local - is [Ding officially on the hour as 'WGOP Pocomoke 
City’. The announcement is very muffled and rapidly spoken and is immediately followed by a 
LOUD jingle '540 - WDMV - Delmarva’. What are they trying to prove? Beats me, Why change 
your call and then do your best to make people think you haven't? And why move the call WOMV 
- which by the way stands for "WonderfulDelMar Va’ - toa station that can't even be listened to over 
here? Beats me. However I'm sure the owners have a very good and logical reason for doing this." 
O Back in Issue 28 we relayed a bit of news about the situation surrounding the RF interference 
being caused by three unauthorized Mexican stations in the Southwest. Now, it seems, the FCC has 
fined Jaime Bonilla, owner of the Pacific Spanish Network, which supplied programming to at least 
one of these stations the sum of $20,000. A complaint was filed by several owners of U.S. stations 
(including ABC, Inc.) which was the basis for the investigative action. The three interfering stations 
have since moved to new frequencies (620, 1030, and 1700) but the fine, and some interference, 
remains. 
O Also on 5 kW, at least for a while in August, was WSB-750 Atlanta, Georgia, reports Herb 
Newberry of Milledgeville. Their 65-year-old 644 foot tower at 1-255 and Lavista Road in Dekalb 
County was getting a paint job and in order to protect the workers, they had to power down. That 
info per a letter from William Wegmann of the WSB engineering staff. So, if you thought WSB was 
a bit weaker at times .. . now you know why. 
O KMXE-830 Orange, California was operating under an STA with 5 kW non-directional for a 
while last month. It seems some critters had eaten away some of the wiring allowing them to 
switch from their daytime non-directional set-up to their nighttime directional array. Supposedly, 
they were to have returned to normal operational by now. If you have any unIDs logged on 830 
over the past month or so, it may have been them. 
O Canadian broadcasters are well aware of the potential ‘harm’ to their signals that IBOC poses, 
and have alerted Industry Canada (their equivalent to the FCC). It's going to get interesting when 
more stations turn on the IBOC equipment, especially if it's at night! Reports from NRC’ers have 
appeared on the NRCDXAS AM List indicating IBOC interference to adjacent channels is really 


apparent during sunrise and sunset periods. So it's obvious nighttime QRM will be ‘heard’ far and 
wide where border guards cannot stop it! 

O Stations reported to have returned to the airwaves since last issue include: WBKH-950 
Hattiesburg, Mississippi, back on with a news/talk format as "NewsTalk 950"; WQOMV-1060 
Waverly, Tennessee is back on (testing) with non-stop 60s and 70s country classics and an occa- 
sional ID; WKCE-1120 Maryville, Tennessee back with adult standards; WCNX-1180 Hope 
Valley, Rhode Island with CNN News as "Newsradio 1180"; and WYNE-1530 North East, Penn- 
sylvania is back // WMCE-88.5 Erie with their classical format. Reported to be silent: WCHQ-960 
Quebradillas, Puerto Rico; WCST-1010 Berkeley Springs, West Virginia; WYXE-1130 Gallatin, 
Tennessee; WKIQ-1240 Eustis, Florida; and WOWZ-1280 Appomattox, Virginia. 

O FINES - The FCC has fined WGMY-940 South Haven, Michigan the sum of $12,800 for"... 
willful violation of numerous sections of the Commission's Rules. The noted violations involve, 
respectively: failure to maintain required records . . . failure to make required measurements or 
conduct required monitoring regarding EAS monitoring sources, EAS tests, and observation of 
antenna structures’ lights, .. . and failure to file required forms or information regarding the regis- 
tration of two antenna structures .. .". On September 23, 2002, the Commission's Detroit Office 
received information that the top flashing obstruction lights on each of two antenna structures and 
the side lights on one of the two antenna structures located at the corner of Wells and Dunkey 
Streets in South Haven, Michigan had not been operating for two months. The Detroit Office searched 
the Antenna Structure Registration database and did not find any registered structures in the area 
reported. The Detroit Office requested that the South Haven Police Department observe the an- 
tenna structure lights after sunset to determine if the complaint was still valid. On September 24, 
2002, the South Haven Police Department confirmed the antenna structure light outages. An agent 
from the Detroit Office contacted the Federal Aviation Administration, which notified WSJM of the 
light outage report and issued a Notice to Airmen, or NOTAM. On November 20, 2002, agents 
from the Detroit Office conducted an inspection of WSJM's antenna structures. The agents deter- 
mined that all required structure lighting was operational at that time, but found that no Antenna 
Structure Registration Numbers were posted. On November 21, 2002, agents from the Detroit Of- 
fice conducted an additional inspection, and found numerous violations of the Commission's Rules. 
On December 5, 2002, the Detroit Office issued a Notice of Violation (" NOV") to WSJM for these 
rule violations. WFNO-830 Norco, Louisiana has been fined $5,600". . . for willful and repeated 
violation of Section 73.1745 of the Commission's Rules . . ." which involve WFNO's operation at 
times, or with modes or power, other than those specified and made a part of the license. On 
December 8, 2003, the FCC Enforcement Bureau's New Orleans Office received information indi- 
cating that WFNO was operating at a high power level at night causing interference to the recep- 
tion of another station. WFNO is authorized to operate at 5000 watts daytime, 750 watts nighttime, 
with two directional antenna patterns. On December 8, 9, and 10, 2003, and January 5 and 6, 2004, 
New Orleans Office agents measured the field strength of WENO during both daytime and night- 
time hours, and found that the signal strength was unchanged. On January 8, 2004, the New Or- 
leans Office agents inspected WFNO. During the inspection, the station's chief operator confirmed 
that the station was not switching to its nighttime power and directional pattern, but was instead 
operating continuously using its daytime pattern at 50% of its authorized daytime operating power. 
The chief operator stated that the station had operated in this manner since at least mid-November 
2003 because the control lines that changed antenna mode failed. KBBW-1010 Waco-Marlin, 
Texas has been fined $3,000 ". . . for willful and repeated violation of Section 17.4( a) of the 
Commission's Rules..." involving the failure to register their three-tower directional array with the 
Commission. On March 2, 2004, two agents from the Commission's Dallas Field Office inspected 
KBBW's three-tower array and noted that the structures were painted and fitted with red lighting. 
A sign was posted on the property entrance which stated "Tower Registration Number Pending” 
and "KBBW-AM radio Facility #1322." The agents checked the Commission's Antenna Structure 
Registration database and found that these towers were not registered. WONG-1150 Canton, 
Mississippi has been fined $9,200 for ”. . . willful violation of the Commission's rules . . ." which, 
once again, cover locked fences around the tower and availability of required items in the station's 
public inspection file for inspection during regular business hours. WAIM-1230 Anderson, South 
Carolina has been fined $2,000 for”. . . for willful and repeated violation of Section 17.4(a) of the 
Commission's Rules” involving the station's failure to register its antenna structure. And, another 
fine for WAIM in the amount of $5,000 for failure to paint and light the tower, and violations of the 
FCC's rules regarding the station's Emergency Alert System equipment. When asked to produce 
station logs for the previous three months, station personnel could not provide any records of EAS 
tests or activations, reasons for failure to receive and conduct such tests, or any entries showing 


EAS equipment had been removed from service for repair. Further, in response to a direct question 
by the agent, the station's general manager stated that he could not remember when the station had 
last conducted an EAS test. KAOK-1400 Lake Charles, Louisiana, and KAOK-FM, DeRidder, 
Louisiana have been fined $15,000 ". . . for willful violation of . . . the Commission's Rules . . ." 
regarding [the owner's] failure to maintain an effective locked fence enclosing its tower and rules 
regarding maintaining operational Emergency Alert System equipment at both stations. WLEE- 
1320 Richmond, Virginia has been fined a total of $14,600 for violations including an unlocked gate 
around their tower, non-distinguishable paint patterns on their tower, and operating in excess of 
their licensed 13 Watts during nighttime hours. WLTC-1370 Gastonia, North Carolina has been 
fined $4,000 for repeated violations of the Commission's Rules involving operation at unauthorized 
power levels. WSMX-1500 Winston-Salem, North Carolina is $6,000 lighter in the checkbook 
after being fined for not filing their license renewal paperwork on time, and continuing to operate. 
WTRI-1520 Brunswick, Maryland has been fined $18,000 for failure to respond to Commission 
correspondence, failure to enclose the station's tower within an effective locked fence or enclosure, 
and failure to maintain a meaningful staff presence at the main studio. 

O In addition to those contributors mentioned above, we thank Shawn Axelrod, Perry Crabill, 
Mike Riordan, Jerry Starr, and Upper Midwest Broadcasting for tidbits of news contained herein. 
O The FCC has imposed another freeze on what they term ‘Major Radio Filings’ (including new 
ownership changes for radio, along with a new market definition). Because the forms needed to 
build or sell a station are no longer valid, the agency decided to pull its old Forms 301, 314 and 315 
and issue new ones for commercial stations. Until those are available, the FCC won't accept appli- 
cations using the old forms. In other FCC news, beginning Oct. 1, any individual or company that 
owes money to the FCC won't be getting a license or any other service from the agency until the 
debt is paid. The new rule is being implemented under the Debt Collection Improvement Act of 
1996. When an application or request is filed, the agency will check the FCC Registration Number 
to see if the entity or person owes money to the commission. 

O This puts the wraps on another Volume Year of AM Switch. Stay tuned, because as long as there 
is activity on the good ol’ AM Broadcast Band, we'll be here to pass the changes on to you.

Grayland DXpedition 2004, 8 August 20-22 
John H. Bryant (TenTec RX-340, RX-320) 
Guy Atkins (Racal 6790GM, Icom R-75)

Guy Atkins and I managed one of our brief Grayland DXpeditions to celebrate the end of summer 
and to try to catch the local IDs of the pesky NHK2 synchronous stations on 702, 1125, 1152, 1377, 1386, 
1593 and 1602. The latter weeks in August are one of the few times of the year that the local IDs on 
NHK2 network at 1320 UTC coincide with dawn enhancement on the Washington coast. 

As usual, we traveled to Grayland (two to three hours from Seattle-Tacoma and unlike those Puget 
Sound locations, on the open Pacific coast of Washington State) on Thursday afternoon and got the 
three Beverages out and our receivers up prior to sunset. It was then to early bed so that we could arise 
at 2:30 a.m. local time (0930 UTC) when the sunset terminator had traveled across the central Pacific. 
The period 0900-1100 UTC is generally the time that we hear the nations of the Pacific, if the DX gods 
are smiling. In recent years, this middle of the night exercise has generally been fruitless... for reasons 
we don’t really understand. After 20 minutes of band scanning, Sack Rat Bryant generally headed 
back to bed for another two hours of shut-eye, while Guy continued to turn the knobs. His persistence 
was rewarded by brief receptions of 1035 Solomon Islands, the 1 kW Kosrae, F5M outlet on 1503, and 
1098 Marshall Islands. 

In general, the conditions were much improved over the awful MW conditions that we experienced 
in mid-July, 2004. Indeed, the conditions were among the best that we’ve had in recent years. The 
conditions between 1130 UTC and band fade near 1400 varied in geographic blocks, with conditions 
seeming to switch from one area of the Pacific Rim to another with the abruptness of a light switch. 

Friday, August 20 

Our first morning saw the conditions until actual dawn (1314 UTC) focused almost exclusively on 
Japan and Korea, with China noticeably absent. Almost all of our catches during this period tended to 
be high-band stations. Very soon after actual dawn, the Japanese/Koreans fell away and the lower 
part of the dial was literally covered with Aussies. Uniquely, about 80 percent of these stations (the 
ABC Metropolitan Service and ABC “Local Radio” a.k.a. RR “Rural Radio” Service) were running the 
same ABC Olympic coverage. This allowed us to identify quite a few of the stations by inference a 
least, very rapidly. Handily, ABC’s National Radio Service was running a very distinctive World Mu- 
sic program, further improving our chances of inferring station IDs. 

Best catches were 639, 8RN Katherine in Northern Territories, Australia and a local ID on one of the 
NHK2 synchros, JOTB Matsue on 1593. Other notables were 1035 Radio Hapi Isles, Honiara, Solomon 
Islands and a couple of non-regular Korean stations. The swap from Northern to Southern Hemi- 
sphere a few minutes after dawn was really remarkable. 

Saturday, August 21 : 

The first half of dawn enhancement was a bit more broadly cast than our first morning, with New 
Zealand stations, primarily deep South Island stations present at the same time as Japan and Korea 
Unlike the first morning, major Chinese outlets were also noted during this first half of dawn enhance- 
ment. Like Friday morning, conditions abruptly switched to Australia at about local dawn here in 
Grayland. Again, ABC Olympic programming seemed to cover the lower half of MW. Another distin- 
guishing characteristic of Saturday morning was the return of truly “local level” signals on some of the 
Big Gun stations. VOA Thailand, 1575, China National Radio’s Korean Service on 1206 and FEBC’s 
HLAZ, Cheju Island, Korea on 1566 were each well over S-9 during the heart of dawn enhancement. 
The more notable loggings included 675 3YA Christchurch and 864 4ZA Invercargill, NZ and 540 40L 
Longreach, QSLD under the vestiges of CBK Regina at the end of max dawn. 

Sunday, August 22 

Our last morning, though offering some wonderful DX, was much more what we expected to find 
during “summer conditions” at Grayland: conditions focusing on Down Under, with a scattering of 
loggings from the Pacific Islands. It must be said, though, that the quality of the conditions was much 
more like the Glory Days of the early 1990s. We made some memorable catches and also got to revisit 
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several long-absent old friends. Among the more memorable catches were two presumed Northern 
Territory loggings; 8RN, Katherine-639 again and 8AL, Alice Springs-783. Another tantalizing very 
tentative was mega-watt AIR Chinsura-594. We also celebrated 666 Radio Nouvelle Caledonie, Noumea 
heard very well for our first logging of this old friend in a decade. 

Our July 2004 visit to Grayland produced the poorest MW loggings from there in many years. This 


visit, five weeks later, produced some of the very best. What a fascinating hobby.

AUSTRALIA 2RN Sydney AUG 20 1341 - Radio National at good level running a program of 
classical world music hosted by male. Not parallel 9580. Also noted on Aug 21. 
AUSTRALIA 3WV Horsham AUG 20 1345 - Noted as part of very late low band Aussie 
opening with ABC Local Radio plus Metro Service Olympic coverage (cycling). Good level. 
Also noted on Aug 22. 

AUSTRALIA 4QR Brisbane AUG 20 1349 - Noted as part of very late low band Aussie 
opening with ABC Local Radio plus Metro Service Olympic coverage (cycling). Good level. 
Also noted on Aug 21. 

AUSTRALIA 8RN Katherine AUG 20 1348 - Heard here clearly with classical Indian flute 
music. Parallel to other Radio National frequencies 576 and 792. Very pleased with this one. 
Other Northern Territory stations were checked but unheard on 20". Also noted on Aug 22. 
AUSTRALIA 2CN Canberra AUG 20 1350 - Noted as part of very late low band Aussie 
opening with ABC Local Radio plus Metro Service Olympic coverage (cycling). Fair to poor as 
band faded. New station for me. 

NEW CALEDONIA R.Nouvelle Caledonie, Noumea AUG 22 1335 - Very happy to find French 
dominating 666 after a decade of hoping to hear this station a second time. Was running 
France-Inter as per schedule (Atkins paralleled this to very poor 738, Tahiti). Signal levels at 
times were near local level. Wow! 

NEW ZEALAND 3YA Christchurch AUG 21 1154 - Presume this one heard on southwest 
antenna only with light classical music at poor level. In most of the morning. Not heard here 
in several years. 

AUSTRALIA 2KP Kempsey AUG 20 1355 - Noted as part of very late low band Aussie 
opening with ABC Local Radio plus Metro Service Olympic coverage (cycling). Noted at poor 
level as band faded. Also noted on Aug 21. 

FIJI R.Fiji 1, Labasa AUG 22 1310 - Heard well with Fijian talk and beautiful island singing. 
No sign of 2KP Kempsey with Olympic coverage. 

AUSTRALIA 2BL Sydney AUG 21 1250 - Continuing Olympic coverage on ABC MS and 
RR outlets. Good level. Also noted on Aug 22. 

AUSTRALIA 2NR Grafton AUG 20 1346 - Noted as part of very late low band Aussie 
opening with ABC Local Radio plus Metro Service Olympic coverage (cycling). Good level. 
Also noted on Aug 21. 

TAHITI R Tahiti, Mohina AUG 20 0938 - Noted in passing several times in French at good 
level. Since the installation of their new transmitter, Tahiti has become our most predictable 
Trans-Pac station. Also noted on Aug 22. 

NEW ZEALAND 1YA Auckland AUG 21 1345 - Presume this in DU English on southwest 
wire with promo for news. Mention of Wellington. Fair only. + AUG 22 1211 - Noted in 
passing with DU English discussion at fair to poor level. 

AUSTRALIA 3LO Melbourne AUG 20 1347 - Noted as part of very late low band Aussie 
opening with ABC Local Radio plus Metro Service Olympic coverage (cycling). Good level. 
Heard all three mornings of DXpedition. 

AUSTRALIA 8AL Alice Springs AUG 22 1317 - Very distinctive piano concerto at near local 
level briefly (two minutes or so) which was parallel to but slightly delayed from next channel 
over, 792 ABC Radio National, 4RN Brisbane. Unless there is a new Radio National outlet on 
this frequency, this was tentatively 8AL Alice Springs, the only ABC outlet there, which should 
probably have been running Olympic coverage. Will contact 8AL immediately. Did not 
oo oe possible parallel. As soon as concerto faded down, 783 Wellington ‘dominated 
channel. 


NEW ZEALAND 2YB Access Radio, Wellington AUG 21 1325 - First time heard here as 
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Access Radio. Was running an Irish program until 1330. 1Ded as “Access Radio, 783 AM. 
Celebrating the Ethnic Diversity of Wellington!” Very good level toward the close of max 
dawn. Also noted on Aug 22. 

AUSTRALIA 4RN Brisbane AUG 20 1405 - Noted as band faded (almost one hour after 
Grayland’s dawn) with Radio National classics world music program hosted by male an- 
nouncer. Noted all three mornings of DXpedition. 

AUSTRALIA 3Gl Sale AUG 21 1335 - More ABC Olympic coverage at good level. Also 
noted on Aug 22. 

JAPAN JOBBNHK2 Osaka AUG 20 1221 - Noted in passing at fair level with typical NHK2 

rogram. 

AUSTRALIA 4QB Pialba AUG 22 1155 - This directional station (to north as per 2003 QSL) 
is presumed the one heard here at fair level with the Aussie ABC Olympic coverage. 

NEW ZEALAND 42ZA Invercargill AUG 21 1201 - Presume this one on southwest antenna 
only with Down Under news at fair to poor level. Not heard here in several years. 
AUSTRALIA 5AN Adelaide AUG 20 1348 - Noted as part of very late low band Aussie 
opening with ABC Local Radio plus Metro Service Olympic coverage (cycling). Good level. 
Also noted on Aug 21. ; 
AUSTRALIA 7ZR Hobart AUG 21 1350 - Noted here at band fade with ABC Olympic 
coverage. Fair but fading fast. First time heard here in several years. 

SOUTH KOREA HLCA Dangjin AUG 20 1145 - Noted several times in passing at good to 
excellent level. Male talk in Korean. Heard all three mornings of DXpedition. 

SOUTH KOREA Jammer AUG 20 1148 - This very usual bubble jammer noted most of the 
night on its normal perch. It’s actually quite a good propagation indicator for the Korean 
peninsula. Also noted on Aug 21. 

MARSHALLISLANDS_ R.Marshalls, Majuro AUG 21 0950 - Noted here with fair audio. 
Continuous island music and under-modulated, as usual. Open carrier after 1100 recheck. 
OC noted all three mornings of DXpedition, as usual. 

AUSTRALIA 4BC Sydney AUG 21 0953 - Heard here all three mornings of DXpedition, as 
usual, with one of the most reliable TP signals on the band. General talk commercial pro- 
gramming. 

JAPAN NHK? synchros AUG 21 1245 - Noted here briefly with Japanese talk parallel to 
1593. Was gone by 1320 (local ID time). Had hoped for the strongest, Naha, Okinawa. 
JAPAN JOWL Ashikawa AUG 21 1215 - Heard here at good level. Parallel to key station, 
JOWF Sapporo 1440. Usual pops programming. 

CHINA CNRFS Yanjin (Jilin RGD) AUG 20 1230 - Excellent level Korean telephone inter- 
view by two males from this outlet in southern Manchuria. Heard at local level on Aug 21. 
CHINA CNR2 AUG 21 1225 - Tentatively this here at fair to good level. Was clearly in 
Standard Chinese, not the Korean heard here on August 20". Was not parallel 3985, a normal 
CNR2 outlet. Will send tentative report. 

SOUTH KOREA HLAK Jinju AUG 20 1235 - Korean language popular commercial pro- 
gramming with man and woman chatting. This only one listed. Fair to poor. 

JAPAN JOLF Tokyo AUG 20 1332 - Excellent with All-Night Nippon program of inter- 
views, talk and pop music. 

JAPAN JOHR Sapporo AUG 20 0955 - Heard throughout most of darkness path at fair to 
good levels. Programming sounded like ‘All-Night Nippon.’ Also noted on Aug 21. 
SOUTH KOREA KBS Ulgin Aug 20 1158 - Presume this one noted at good level in Korean. 
New one for me. Normal speed talk until top of hour, then brief (uncaught) net ID (pre- 
sumed) followed by rapid-fire Korean after. 

JAPAN JOSF Nagoya AUG 20 1205 - Noted here very steady at good level for last two hours 
of morning. Running happy talk and music, somewhat over-produced. Was likely ‘All- 
Night Nippon’ program. 

JAPAN NHK2synchros AUG 20 1210 - NHK2 news/weather programming noted after top 
of hour. Heard at fair to poor level until band fade at 1345. 

JAPAN NHK2 synchros AUG 20 1306 - Heard at fair to poor level parallel 1377, 1593, and 
low band powerhouses. Also noted on Aug 21. 

JAPAN JORF Yokohama AUG 20 1208 - Noted in passing at fair level with Japanese talk by 
two men. Also noted on Aug 21. 

JAPAN JOWF Sapporo AUG 20 1218 - This ‘on channel’ key station for STV was a good 
indication that the 20" was a good/excellent high-band opening to Japan. JOWF heard at 
fair to good level. Also noted on Aug 21. 

JAPAN JOUK NHK1 Akita AUG 21 1234 - This old friend noted in passing with some 
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Olympic coverage at good level. 


1557 TAIWAN WYFR Kouhu AUG 21 1237 - Presume this the one in briefly with standard 
Chinese and seeming Christian program. Poor level and brief semi-log. 

1566 SOUTH KOREA HLAZ Cheju Island AUG 20 1005 - Heard throughout the DXpedition 
most hours of the darkness path, sometimes at amazingly good levels. 

1575 THAILAND VOA Ayutthaya AUG 20 1216 - Heard here for the last two hours of the night 
with fair to poor signal in southeast Asian languages. VOA IDs, etc. Heard all three morn- 
ings of DXpedition, sometimes at amazing levels. Should be audible elsewhere in North 
America. 

1593 CHINA Heilongjiang RGD, Harbin (presumed) AUG 20 1217 - This one the usual Chinese 
here. Heard at very poor level but clearly in Putongwha Standard Chinese. 

1593. JAPAN JOTB NHK2 Matsue synchro AUG 20 1315 - Heard at fair to poor level parallel 1377, 
1593, and low band powerhouses. At 1319, Guy Atkins recorded local ID. We both heard 
‘JOTB Matsue’ clearly, with some echo. The echo was likely the announcer giving ‘JOQB 
Niigata’ ID.

CANARY ISLANDS: Onda Cero, Las Palmas pa 1008 har ater bytt namm. Numera heter man Punto 
Radio. [Tore Larsson, ARC MV-Eko] As shown by their website, www.puntoradio.com, the 
station on 1008 from the Canary Islands has changed its name from Onda Cero to Punto Radio. 
[Ignacio Sotomayor, mwdx, via MWC Medium Wave News] 

FINLAND: 603 R.Scandinavia is leasing out its license to Swedish broadcasters, including relays of 
commercial outlets from the Internet and satellite broadcasts, initially using a5 kW transmit- 
ter and 29-m glassfibre antenna for a daytime coverage area radius of 200 - 300 km. Future 
plans call for a 137-m mast and 25 - 100 kW power. Official start-up planned for before 
January 1, 2005. [Roy Sandgren, R.Scandinavia 603 AM, www.amradio.se, via ARC MV-Eko] 

MEXICO: 760 XEES Chihuahua, noted September 4 at 0450 UTC, with Mexican vocals /ballads, MDT 
time check, full ID mentioning calls, Antena 76 slogans, and “Chihuahua capital” mentioned 
at the end of the address, ex-1110 kHz. [Chris Knight, Corazén DX] 1570 XERF is announcing, 
“Ahora con cien mil wats de potencia...” They have, in fact, been much stronger of late and 
sound very much like 100,000 watts. [John Wilkins, Corazén DX] 

NETHERLANDS ANTILLES: Bonaire transmissions suspended due to Hurricane Ivan. For safety 
reasons, the Bonaire relay station stopped broadcasting and the staff was evacuated, while 
Hurricane Ivan passed through the area. R.Netherlands Acting D-G Jan Hoek said, “The relay 
station consists of 20 antennas, of which the highest is about 100 metres. With such high 
wind speeds, the transmitting station is a dangerous area. The safety of our staff is naturally 
the number one priority. We remain in close contact with our colleagues on the island who 
are keeping us informed of the latest situation.” At this time it is not known how long the 
station will be off the air. Some shortwave transmissions were taken over by the Flevo trans- 
mitter site. [Andy Sennitt via Paul McDonough, BADX] 

NEW ZEALAND: August 30 marked the last appearance by Paul Ormandy as the DX reporter on the 
Radio New Zealand Int'l program “Mailbag.” Ormandy highlighted some of his best radio 
experiences and remarked on the number of receivers he’s owned over the years.

Russ' MW Portable Radio Olympics 


For fun, I decided to put my collection of MW portables in a head-to-head performance shootout. 
Yes, the results are somewhat subjective. No test equipment was harmed (or even used) in these tests. 


Receivers tested: 
GE P780A Radio Shack / Realistic DX-375 


GE Superadio II Radio Shack / Realistic DX-396 

GE Superadio Il Sangean ATS-606 / Radio Shack DX-399

My objective was to see how they performed both from a sensitivity and selectivity perspective. To 
try and keep the competition fair, no external antennas were used. If the radio had a narrow filter, I 
used it. Synchronous detection was not used. 

My test conditions were to see how well each radio could receive a weak TIS station about 10 miles 
away at 1610 that has no adjacent channel interference. This was a sensitivity test. For selectivity, I was 
interested to see which radios could receive a moderate strength station at 1460 in the face of adjacent 
channel interference from my local slopper at 1440. As a test of both sensitivity and selectivity, I also 
checked reception of a weak station at 1410, only 30 kHz away from the fierce interference. Each radio 
was compared in the early afternoon hours of July 25, 2004. 


My grading scale is the one used by Gerry Thomas of RadioPlus. He has used the same scale when 
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comparing radios. The scale is: 
5 - Local-like (all background noise “quicted”) 
4 - Easily readable but not local-like 
3 - Readable with effort 
2 -Intermittently readable 
1- Present but not readable 
0 - Not detectable

The clear winner is the RF-2200. It has the highest average and either the highest (or tied) score 
on each measurement. A very sensitive radio that can fight off adjacent channel interference as well. 
The gyro antenna allows for precise pointing 

The CCRadio and Sony 2010 tied for second. The CCRadio’s performance was a surprise given less 
than excellent results in the past in selectivity. What I noticed is that it performs better outside (where 
this test took place) vs. indoors. Also, getting the CCRadio manipulated to null out adjacent interfer- 
ence can be challenging. The “sweet spot” is very narrow. The 2010 synch detector was not used for 
this test. Between these two I would give the nod to the 2010. 

The GE Superadio 2 ranked the next highest. However, one of its rankings was below “3.” For this 
reason, it doesn’t make my final top 4 list. The Grundig $-350 is the remaining radio with an average 
score higher than 3. It scored 3 or higher in each category. The winners are: 


1st Panasonic RF-2200 

2nd Sony ICF-2010 

3rd Sangean CC Radio plus 
4th Grundig $350 

Honorable mentions go to GE Superadio 2, the Grundig YB-400PE, Sony 7600g and the amazing 
little Sangean DT200v pocket radio. 

Note - this represents findings in one location only on one day of testing. The station creating the 
adjacent channel interference is a 5 kW station about 3 miles away. 

My biggest disappointment was the Grundig Sat 700. This is a really good portable for shortwave 
single sideband reception. lt was a poor performer in this test. Other disappointments for me were the 
Sangean 803A and the Kaito 1102. 

Misleading numbers: Although the Realistic TRF failed one of the selectivity tests, it is a wonderful 
MW portable - it shines everywhere else on the MW band here (no expanded band coverage however).

Russ - 1 haven’t tried any comparisons with mine yet but your results explain why | searched e-Bay 
for and fought for a Panasonic RF-2200 about five or six months ago. I got one with everything they 
came with, including the owner’s manual. I owned one when they first came out, but when digital 
radios came on the scene I had to have one and I sold the 2200.. What a fool! I also have a R/S DX390, 
a R/s DX-402 (bought at close out for $50.00 that | use for traveling), a R/SDX-400 a couple of the 
Zenith Transoceanics that don’t work and need repair (I'll get around to it one day) a 1930 Cathedral 
Style radio that also needs fixed, and my two HAM Rigs - an IC-720A and the 1C-718 (which is very 
good on the BCB when hooked up to a full sized Carolina Windom at 40 feet and a tuner. 

But back to original statement. Your outcome just proves (unscientifically of course) what a lot of 
people said on the list. You can’t beat a RF_2200 for sensitivity or selectivity. Now if there were only 
some way to get he thing to receive the X-Band.

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DXtuners.com: A First Look at a Valuable 


Research Tool for the MW DXer 
by Mark Connelly, WA1ION 


The web site “http:/ /www.dxtuners.com’” allows PC control of remotely-sited receivers in a num- 
ber of locations throughout the world. DDXers in Sweden have set up the control structure for this. A 
standardized Java-based interface lets you control critical receiver parameters such as operating fre- 
«quency, mode (AM, FM, CW, LSB, USB), and IF bandwidth. Audio is piped to the PC’s sound card and 
the interface provides an S-meter to show signal strength. Itis advisable to have a higher speed Internet 
service (e.g. cable or ISL) for this. Recent issues of Popular Communications and Monitoring Times 
have had articles on the service with more general detail. My main DX listening interest is interna- 
lional medium wave, so that will be the emphasis here. 

After setting up an account and password, a few receivers may be accessed at the “guest” (free) 
privilege level. Additional receivers may be used if you institute a paid subscription. I signed up fora 
three month trial for $15. With over 10 pages of bandscan notes in my logbook after just a week of use, 
I've already got my moncy’s worth. 

Many of the users are VHF/UHF utility enthusiasts so most of the receivers are of the “all band” 
type such as the Icom PCR-1000. Antennas are often wideband non-directional discones. These are not 
the most sensitive set-ups for medium wave, but if a given site is either near salt water or at high 
altitude above average terrain, reception sensitivity is reasonable. 

There are receivers located in several western European countries, the US, Canada, Japan, Venezu- 
ela, and in a few other far-flung places including UAE, Australia, and Nepal. As a medium wave DXer 
located on the Atlantic coast of the US, the receivers in western Europe, Venezuela, and eastern North 
America are most relevant to DX that I would be likely to hear in my area. The Japanese, Australian, 
and western US / Canada sites would be of greater value to the Grayland, WA DXpedition crew. 

Over a few evenings I’ve logged into many of the sites. You have to defer to others who also want to 
use the receivers. Some sites go down from time to time for maintenance, thunderstorm avoidance, or 
because a ham owner wants to transmit. There’s one site in Sweden that has eight Ewe antennas. Since 
this one gets many users, I haven’t had a shot at it yet. Of the Swedish receivers I did tune, the Oresund 
one seemed best. In the UK, I found better results on the Folkestone (English Channel) and South 
London (Gatwick Airport) sites than on some others that were too urban and, as a result, spur or noise 
heavy. Waterford, Ireland has a fairly sensitive receiver: since it’s all seapath from there to Spain, the 
RNE, COPE, etc. outlets really pound in (dominating the Germans and even some of the UK stations: 
it’s quite similar to local coastal sites here in that respect). So far the Ireland site is the only one that 
gave me a hint of North America to Europe Transatlantic reception with a little bit of WWZN-1510 
showing up. Unfortunately there are no receiver sites (yet) on the west coasts of Ireland and Portugal 
where US and Canadian stations would have the best chance of reception. 

Of the numerous North American sites, I found the Florida, Washington DC, and Moosonee ON 
Canada locations fairly useful. It was fun hearing my local WBZ-1030 booming in at all three of these 
locations as well as making a good appearance on a receiver in Chicago as well. Nobody has set up 
anything on Cape Cod or in Maine, Nova Scotia, or Newfoundland yet. My “winning-lottery-ticket 
dream” would be to set up one of these receivers in Cappahayden or Renews, Newfoundland and 
another one in the Azores. These would be Beverage-equipped of course. None of the existing US or 
Canadian sites showed any TA DX (but, then again, it’s still July). 

The best South American site so far is Caracas, Venezuela. For an urban site, the receiver had little in 
the way of man-made noise or spurs. WDHP-1620 from USVI really slams in there at night. One TA 
was noted: a het from Saudi Arabia on 1521. There was a hint of the 1650 Virginia station but not much 
else from “stateside”. 

The DXtuners web site is a very useful resource to see how well certain signals propagate into 
different areas. Like the European Medium Wave Guide, the NRC Log, World Radio-TV Handbook, 
and club bulletins, it can help to clear up unID’s from DXpeditions and home listening. Conceivably it 
could be used for live corroboration of DX being heard. There is a delay of several seconds but at least 
if the same songs are being played over a period of time, you'll have a pretty good confidence level. 

The service is also a great source of entertainment since you don’t have to go to dozens of different 
web sites to hear programming from BBC locals, RTE, Virgin Radio, TalkSport, college FM’s, and other 
broadcasters. Hey sometimes you just want to pour out a beer and listen to one of the UK gold stations 
playing Helen Shapiro or Rolf Harris or some other nearly-forgotten (at least by Americans) star of the 
early 1960's. 

You'll be listening to what “the locals” are hearing, not something massaged for Internet consump- 
tion. That includes all the phone-in shows and advertisements in their goofy homegrown glory: all the 


a ficial accents, dialects, and expressions that give a region its spice. 

The worldwide fan base of Manchester United can follow their progress wherever they may be. US 
baseball games can be heard in places where the actual radio signals won’t reach (and you don’t have 
to pay MLB for the web feed). 

Besides MW Dx, I enjoy this for ham radio. I can check how my buddies on 75-meter AM are 
getting out to various places. In the old days, you would have had to do a lot of driving or flying to 
accomplish this kind of thing. Hams can use the remote receivers to check their different antenna 
configurations for “get-out-ability” and “pile-up busting” attributes on useful paths such as eastern 
US to Europe. It would have been slick if I could have had this capability back in the ‘60s and early ’70s 
when I had my antenna farm at Menotomy Rocks Park. Evaluations of your transmitted signal are 
better with your own ears than when going by someone else’s word. Some hams give everybody a “5 
by 9” report. You would never know if the yagi beam, the rhombic, the sloper, or the quad was pump- 
ing the best signal down the main street of some little snow-covered town in the Swiss Alps. The 
Dxtuners site changes all of this. 

Loggings made on remote receivers should be fine for submission to club bulletins as long as the 
DXer accurately represents where the receptions actually occurred. Postings of the greatest value are 
ones that are out of the ordinary for the site, ones that clear up members’ “unID” questions, or ones 
that provide useful information about significant changes: format, network, call, schedule, power in- 
crease / decrease, jamming, new stations on the air, old stations gone dark. 

As in the use of stations’ streaming web feeds, audio piped over phone lines, things heard on trips, 
etc, there is, I suppose, the potential for misrepresentation in loggings by less than totally scrupulous 
Dxers. In the long run, of course, these people are only cheating themselves. A QSL acquired for no 
effort or for a badly-misrepresented one cannot bring much satisfaction. 

The DXtuners service does offer a valuable tool to guide one’s own honest DX efforts towards 
potential new catches. Sometimes you can infer that if a European signal is poorly heard within Eu- 
rope, it probably isn’t going to be worth chasing 3000 miles farther away. On the other hand, some- 
thing that is unexpectedly strong at a remote receiver might give you the idea to look for it, even 
though you may have previously dismissed it as impossible. Perhaps it is running more power than it 
claims it does. 

1 can see that, during next winter, playing with this will be a whole lot of fun when weather pre- 
yents me from sitting out at seashore DXpedition sites to hear choice DX coming out of my own re- 
ceiver. Among other things, I'll try “reverse TA DX”: trying to get US and Canadian stations on Euro- 
pean receivers. 

As more DXers try this service it is quite likely that more receivers will come online, some inevita- 
bly in super locations by the seashore and on mountaintops. I know of a Beverage-equipped Swedish 
site that is in the planning stage. Now THAT will be fun!
